SAI"  PR^ii^CISCO,  June  12  —  The  Office  of  Distribution  of  the  "iTar  Food 
Administration  annoLinced  today  that  a  severe  shorta^;e  of  new  slack  barrels  for 
export  packing  of  nonfat  dr'-  rdlk  solids  (dry  skim,  milk)  requires  a  temporary 
reduction  in  the  quantities  of  milk  pov/der  manufacturers  must  set-aside  for  war 
needs • 

Paul  C.  Adam.s,  regional  dairy  and  poultry  division  chief,  said  that  during 
June  manufacturers  of  ''spray  process"  powder  mil  be  required  to  set  aside  only 
50  per  cent  of  their  productionj  compared  with  the  ;^revious  75  per  cent,  and  that 
the  Jvne  set-aside  of  ''roller  process''  production  will  be  reduced  from  50  to  35 
per  cent, 

Adams  em/ohasized  that  the  reduction  is  an  er.erciency  measure,  and  that  the 
higher  set-aside  percentapes  vrill  be  resur.ied  coveri.ng  production  during  July 
when,  he  said,  it  is  expected  that  supplies  of  the  type  of  barrels  called  for  in 
export  specifications  will  be  sufficient  to  package  the  larger  quantities  of 
powder.
